410,000 Need | 

There are 480,000 tenants in Ireland. Of 
this number 70,000 have bought their hold- 
ings, using the $100,000,000 extended in cred- 
its by the government. Of the remaining 
410,000 more than half live on eight or ten 
acre tracts. 

Many landlords are favoring a speedy set- 
tlement of the agitation, which for so many 
decades have kept their tenants in a state 
bordering on rebellion. The landlords have 
suffered a reduction in their rents of at least 
40 per cent by the past acts of their tenants. 
They have been compelled to incumber their 
estates with heavy mortgages and have been 
to, the expense of costly litigation, and they 
are at the mercy of periodical rent fovelun- 
tions. 

Two Classes of Landlords. 

There are two classes of landlords in Ire- 
land—the English whose wealth lies in other 
interests and the Irish whose land is a sup- 
plemental matter, and the Irish aristocracy, 
whose wealth is less and whose land holdings 
are their only source of income, The lands 
of the latter class are mortgaged heavily at 
| high rates of interest. .The Irish landlords 
want to sell because they hope to be able to 
force a better bargain later. 

The rich landlords, who have already dis- 
posed of much of their holdings, are, para- 
doxical as it may seem, leading the opposi- 
tion to all legislation looking to a settlement 
of the question. 


| O’Connor Sees End Coming. 

T. P. O'Connor, the well known jurnalist 
and nationalist member of parliament, said 
to me today:

* We can tell one of the men-as soon as he 
stéps to the counter,’ said Thaddeus Howe, 
president of the Cigar Dealers’ association,” 
and we invariably try to anger him.

GOVERNOR® DELIRIOUS NEARLY 
ALL OF YESTERDAY. 


Temperature Went Above 103 Degrees 
on. Twe Occasions, Causing Alarm 
te Family and Attendants—His 
_ Dread of Typhoid Fever Has Caused 
Nature of His [liness to Be Kept 
from Him—Is Ending Third Week 


of Sickness. 


Springfield, Nov. 3.—[Special.]—Gov. 
\Yates’ high temperature gave alarm twice 
today, when it went above 103 degrees.. The. 
patient has beer delirious most of the day, 
-with only short lucid periods, and has talked 
incoherently. The executive has many times 
expressed -to his wife a dread of typhoid 
fever, and up to this time hé has not been per- 

_ mitted te know the real cause of his illness. 
‘Mrs. Yates has persistently told her husband 
that he is suffering from intermittent fever, 
and on these occasions “he has . expressed 
great thankfulness that ‘he is not afflicted 
‘with typhoid. 

This is the second time Gov. Yates has 
been a typhoid fever patient. When a boy 
18 years of age he suffered an attack that 
ran a little over three weeks. 

Forty years ago the governor's sister, 
Katie Yates, went through a slege of typhoid 
fever at the executive mansjon when the gov- 
ernor’s father was the chief executive. The 
governor’s brother, Insurance Commissioner 
Henry Yates, suffered a three months’ illness 
from typhoid,. and five years ago Henry 
Yates’ 16 year old son succumbed to an at- 
tack of typhoid fever. All these casesin the 
family have occasioned the dread of the dis- 
ease that is possessed by Gov. Yates. 

No stimulating food of any kind can bere- 
tained upon the patient's stomach, and he is 
now dieting on prepared milk. 

During the early part of last night the gov- 
ernor rested? comfortably, but his sleep was 
less easy after midnight, and at 3 o’clock 
this morning the fever temperature reached 
108%.’ Towards daybreak the fever receded, 
and throughout the day until along in the 
afternoon remained at aboutl02.. 

Mrs. Yates was watching at the bedside of 
her husband at 4 o'clock this afternoon 
when the fever registered at 1033-5, which 
is within a small fraction of a degree of the 
highest temperature, registered on last Fri- 
day, when the fever went above’103 degrees 
and the patient’s pulse beat 98.

By the or- 
ganization of the Irish United league all the 
Irish forces are unified, whereas there ‘were 
formerly six different parties, all pulling at 
cross purposes. Speaking on this feature of 
the situation, T. P. O’Connor said today:

THE ELECTION “PROPHET” OUT OF 
BUSINESS. 

Years ago Tue TRIBUNE attempted to sup- 
press its election prophet, and although he 
has occasionally come to the surface he has 
been kept pretty well out of business during 
the last ten years. If anybody now were to 
ask how the election of today would result 
we should have to say candidly that we do 
not know. More than this, it is safe to 
hazard the statement that nobody knows.

But the “touchers,” the heelers, and the 
camp followers are not safe guides. They 
do not always know the truth, and if they 
did they would not tell it. 

Newspapers themselves are not always 
trustworthy, and the best of them no longer

Lord Glenesk’s wife, who was one of the 
most charming and popular hostesses in 
London, was by birth a member of the house 
of Lister. She died about four years ago, | 
and her only daughter is the pretty Lady 
Bathurst, whose husband, the seventh earl 
of that ilk—a.descendant of the Minister 
Bathurst who consigned Napoleon to St. Hel- 
ena—was, during the greater part of the re- 
cent war, in command of the troops stationed 
at St. Helena to guard the Boer prisoners 
there.
